Chicago Dental Society Offers Annual Award 


HE ninth Annual Prize Essay Com- 

petition of the Chicago Dental So- 

ciety has been announced and 
application forms are ready for distribu- 
tion. The Society, to encourage continued 
scientific research in all phases of den- 
tistry, again offers a cash prize of $500.00 
to the author of the most meritorious 
essay reporting an original investigation 
and containing new and significant ma- 
terial of value to dentistry. 

New discoveries have become so com- 
mon that it would seem almost obliga- 
tory for anyone who aspires to the award 
to unfold something really sensational. 
Fortunately, the professions of medicine 
and dentistry draw unto themselves men 
with inquiring minds so that there never 
is a dearth of talent. It may confidently 
be expected the post-war era will prove 
no exception. 


PREVIOUS WINNERS 


A quick glance back through the years 
shows: that previous competitions have 
uncovered much of interest to the pro- 
fession. The early winners, Drs. LeRoy 
Kurth and John R. Thompson, made 
their studies in the field of the temporo- 
mandibular articulation. The relation of 
the articulation to auditory function was 
treated by Drs. Harry H. Shapiro and 
» Raymond C. Truex. Dr. Irving Glickman 


investigated periodontoclasia and showed 
how systemic conditions influence bone 
changes. In 1946, Dr. Robert G. Kesel 
brought out the results of his studies in 
the control of dental caries by the thera- 
peutic use of ammonia and in 1948, Dr. 
Ralph W. Phillips won the prize for his 
research on the “Hardness of Enamel as 
Affected by Fluorides.” Last year, Dr. 
F. Winston Craddock was given the 
award for his essay, “The Accuracy and 
Practical Value of Intra-Oral Methods of 
Recording Condyle Path Inclination.” 


ELIGIBILITY 


To be able to participate in the com- 
petition, it is necessary that the contestant 
be a member of the American Dental 
Association or affiliated with a recog- 
nized dental institution. The rules are 
simple and fair and all contestants, 
whether students, teachers or practition- 
ers, have an equal opportunity.

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Periodontia for the General Practitioner* 
By Floyd E. Lytle, D.D.S., Cincinnati, Ohio 


April 11, some years ago, that Jim- 

mie Davis received a telegram order- 
ing him to appear at his draft board on 
the following morning. On taking his 
physical examination, Jimmie was classi- 
fied 4-F by the draft board because he 
had a bad case of mal-occluded teeth. 
Twenty-four years before, almost to the 
day, Jimmie’s father had received a simi- 
lar telegram. It had-taken a dentist and a 
draft board to pass the father after a 
similar diagnosis. Jimmie’s father was 
among the first to be mobilized for World 
War I. Jimmie was among the first to be 
deferred for World War II. 

It is a recognized fact that more per- 
sons were rejected for military services in 
the early part of the last war because of 
the deplorable condition of their teeth 
than perhaps for any other single reason. 
This situation was a blot on the dental 
profession, and one which certainly de- 
serves more active consideration than is 
being given to it presently. 

Greater strides have been made in the 
advancement of the sciences in the past 
five years than in all the other years in 
‘the history of civilization. Yet, the den- 
tal profession, which has within its ranks 
well-educated and thinking practitioners, 
can lay claim to no such advancement. 
We are cleaning and filling teeth, and 
making prosthetic appliances practically 
as we did many years ago. 

There is, however, a branch of den- 
tistry which is being more widely rec- 
ognized for its vital importance and 
which is better executed in our offices 
today than it was twenty-five years ago; 
periodontia. 

A great deal has been heard and writ- 
ten in recent years about periodontia for 
the general practitioner, but the subject 
is young and concerns so many that it 


ig WAS six o’clock on the evening of

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will bear repetition. Every time the cir- . 
cus comes around, some wisecracks are, 
“same old routine, same old elephants, 
and same old clown acts.” 

But every year there are two million 
new Americans to see the same old ele- 
phants and same old clown acts when the 
circus revisits the towns and cities of the 
nation. Every year there are two million 
new children who need dental work, 
several thousand persons who need perio- 
dontal service. And every year there will 
be new members come into our profes- 
sion who will need to know more about 
this practice. Frequent repetition, there- 
fore, of old ideas and discussions of new 
ones serve the double purpose of inferm- 
ing the neophyte and refreshing the 
knowledge of the old-timer. 


PRACTICE OF PERIODONTIA 


The thorough practice of periodontia 
is a big factor in preventive dentistry and 
one which will add longer life to natural 
dentition; but it is a phase of dentistry 
that is often neglected in favor of fill- 
ings, extractions, and more routine work. 

And why is it neglected? Perhaps for 
three reasons: first, the reluctance on the 
part of the dentist to charge what this 
service is worth; second, the ignorance of 
the public relative to its value to them; 
third, the dentist is not thoroughly 
enough sold on this phase of dentistry to 
educate the public. 

Like the ripple flowing out from a 
pebble tossed into a stream, effective den- 
tal education on an individual basis can 
have far-reaching results. Cleaning the 
teeth is not enough. It takes day-after- 
day “briefing” of the individual to make 
felt the full power of a prophylaxis. 

When a person wants to learn to play 
golf, he engages the services of a profes- 
sional teacher and pays for his lessons. A 
complete and thorough prophylaxis, in- 


cluding patient education and instruc- 
tions for home care, is a curative and 
preventive service. Why then, should the 
dentists hesitate to place a compensa- 
tory value on a service which has such a 
vital personal concern? 

During the war one of the waiters at 
the Netherland Plaza in Cincinnati was 
giving poor service, so the customer com- 
plained to the maitre. The maitre in turn 
complained to the waiter. The waiter’s 
reply was, “You can get all the customers 
you want, but it is hard to get another 
waiter.” Now, isn’t that just about the 
attitude many dentists take toward their 
patients? When they have a patient in 
the chair, they hurry him through to get 
to the next one, hoping it will be a den- 
ture case or something equally large. 

The general practitioner is in a posi- 
tion to observe periodontal disorders in 
their formative stages. It should be a 
standard part of office routine to examine 
the soft tissues and underlying struc- 
tures of the mouth in the interest of the 
patient’s dental health and welfare. A 
survey of hundreds of cases which have 
gone through my office proves that peo- 
ple are more interested in preserving 
their teeth than in losing them. 

One case in support of this contention, 
and which more than repaid me in a 
feeling of gratification at work well done, 
came to my attention a few months ago. 

Five years previously, an All-American 
football player came to my office for den- 
tal treatment. On careful examination 
which included x-rays and study models, 
we found he had a beginning periodontal 
disturbance and that all his posterior, 
as well as many of his anterior teeth, had 
dental defects. Through our office rou- 
tine and treatment, his mouth was com- 
pletely restored to a state of health. 
Shortly after, he left for the Navy and 
served in the Southwest Pacific. For 
nearly five years he did not see a dentist. 
He said he worried about his teeth and 
wondered what he would do if he should 
need the services of a dentist. As soon as 
he returned to Cincinnati, he called at 
the office. When I looked in his mouth 
after hearing his story I really got a 
thrill. It was in as healthy a condition as 


the day he left. It showed strict observ- 
ance of his instruction on home care. 

That kind of preventive service pays 
dividends! The initial cost was more, yes; 
but it saved him a good many dollars in 
between and he knew it! 

The dentist who fears losing future 
fees by employing preventive methods 
may say here, “Just what I thought!” 
And this is where he is mistaken. The 
ensign referred to here is typical of the 
patient who routinely pays his periodic 
visits to the dental office. He is quite will- 
ing to pay for a thorough prophylaxis to 
prevent trouble from piling up. 


THE FOUNDATION 


Aside from its importance as a pre- 
ventive measure, periodontia is becoming 
more widely recognized as the foundation 
of good dentistry. 

Publicity given the men rejected in 
World War I and World War II helped 
to make members of the dental profes- 
sion, and the public, more aware of the 
need for better dentistry. After World 
War I, men like Jimmie Davis’ father, 
coming back to civilian life, were de- 
manding fillings and extractions where 
formerly they had neglected dental needs. 
Since the last war, veterans want to keep 
their teeth. They are demanding better 
dentistry and preventive measures. Their 
demands are placing periodontia high in 
the list of dental musts. 

The seriousness of periodontal disturb- 
ances might be better understood if we 
could visualize the size of the area a 
badly infected mouth could cover. For 
example, let’s suppose that we could take 
the affected area from around the tooth 
and the pus pocket and spread it out flat, 
then multiply that area by all the af- 
fected teeth in an advanced stage. The 
total ulcerated surface may add up to 
four or more square inches. If that size 
of infection should appear on our faces 
or arms we would take steps to have it 
brought under control. 

Medical and dental authorities are 
agreed that many chronic ailments and 
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internal diseases common to adults can 
be caused or aggravated by diseased 
gums. Writing on this subject in the 
April issue of Dentistry, Dr. Raoul H. 
Blanquie says that “Infections arising in 
the dental organs and their appendages 
are capable of producing pathologic 
changes in other parts of the body. From 
their beginning, periodontal diseases are 
capable of disseminating infection 
through the circulating system.” 

Dr. Blanquie has also pointed out that 
“the tissue adjoining a periodontal lesion 
is analogous in type and formation to 
granulation tissue found on certain dis- 
eased root ends, that both are chronic 
inflammatory tissues with the gingival 
tissues being continually replenished by 
its local flora, and that it approximates 
the ideal nidus for bacterial invasion. 
Bacteria in periodontal lesions may be 
more virulent because of the ideal in- 
cubation environment.” 


FOUR PHASES 


To engage in periodontia does not 
mean that the general practitioner need 
be a specialist in this field, but rather a 
perfectionist in his work. However, there 
are four phases of periodontia with which 
he should be thoroughly familiar. These 
are: balancing of occlusion, its applica- 
tion in the treatment of Vincent’s Infec- 
tion, early periodontal disturbances, and 
periodontoclasia. 

First, let’s consider balancing the oc- 
clusion. Since occlusal trauma is a major 
cause of periodontal disturbances, it 
should be recognized and treated as such. 
Traumatic occlusion may be defined as 
excessive stress brought to bear on the 
crown of a tooth or transmitted to a 
tooth from a bridge span or similar pros- 
thetic appliance. Early signs of occlusal 
trauma are a periodontal pocket around 
a tooth when the rest of the mouth is 
comparatively free from periodontoclasia, 
tenderness to biting, hypersensitivity of 
the tooth to cold when the denture is not 
exposed, inflammation and mobility. 

The first step after discovering signs 
of occlusal stress is to find the cause. 


There may be many causes, but the two 
most common are the mouth habits, 
such as thumb sucking, pencil biting, etc., 
and improper diet, such as the drug store 
lunch and the dinner made up of fa- 
vorite dishes. 

When beginning signs of occlusal stress 
show on the gums, why wait until the 
tooth loosens or a pain results? We im- 
mediately restore a small cavity when 
we discover it. The restoration of a trau- 
matized tooth to normalcy is even more 
imperative than restoring a cavity be- 
cause great damage may be occurring 
without the patient’s knowing it. 


OCCLUSION 


The occlusion of the teeth should bring 
every tooth in one jaw into harmonious 
relationship with its antagonist. As teeth 
erupt and come into occlusion, the cusps 
of one fit into the grooves of its opponent 
and the two tend to stabilize each other 
in the best position to meet the forces of 
mastication. 

As adult life progresses, the teeth are 
inclined to level off with wear and masti- 
cation. But if one tooth, cusp, or inclin- 
ing plane does not level off, and stands 
above its neighbors, it is subject to ex- 
cessive stress. In time, the supporting tis- 
sues around the tooth becomes loosened, 
allowing tartar deposits and food to col- 
lect and the deeper tissue become in- 
flamed. A pus or pyorrhetic pocket is 
formed around the tooth, the supporting 
tissue is destroyed and the tooth becomes 
loosened. When a considerable amount 
of the supporting tissue around the tooth 
is destroyed, nothing can save it. 

Many patients come to our offices with 
missing teeth and tell us their previous 
dentist had told them it was not neces- 
sary to have the missing tooth replaced. 
But when it is explained to them how 
teeth properly fitted together tend to 
stabilize each other, they readily com- 
prehend the injury that can be caused 
by a missing tooth in throwing an extra

load of mastication on other teeth, and 
sometimes, teeth not designed for heavy 
stress. A good illustration of this is the 
patient whose molars are all missing and 
who has to use his anterior teeth for mas- 
tication. 

To prevent traumatic occlusion, the 
dentist must be constantly on the alert 
with his patient to prevent the loss of 
permanent teeth as early as the decidu- 
ous teeth, and as late as the wearing of 
artificial dentures. It is highly important 
for the orthodontist, the operative den- 
tist and the periodontist to be thoroughly 
grounded in an understanding of bal- 
ancing occlusion. 

The correction of occlusal stresses is 
comparatively simple. In involves two 
major procedures. First, to relieve the 
traumatized teeth; and second, rehabili- 
tation of the mouth to prevent the tend- 
ency to further shifting of teeth. Since 
this is such an important remedy in the 
correction of mal-occlusion and preven- 
tion of the breaking down of alveolar 
process with resulting artificial teeth, it 
is necessary to elaborate on these two’pro- 
cedures. If we are to give the public 
periodontal service, and if we are to put 
it on a profit-making basis, we must be 
thorough.
